“When phantom kings are 
falling,” said Mr. Law, “our

meeting with tributes of res- 
pect, devotion and affection.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The White House issued the follow- 


ing announcement today : 

‘The President expects to sail for France immediately after the 
opening of the regular session of congress, for the purpose of taking 
part in the discussion and settlement of the main features of the 
treaty of peace. It is not likely that it will be possible for him to 
remain throughout the sessions of the formal peace conference, but 
his presence at the outset is necessary in order to obviate the mani- 
fest disadvantages of discussion by cable in determining the great 
outlines of the final treaty about which he must necessarily be con-

How long the President will re- 
main abroad, he himsel€ probably 
cannot say now, The time for con- 
vening the peace conference has not | 
yet been announced, but the general 
belief here is that it cannot be as- 
sembled before late in December, at 
the earliest. If such proves the case, 
the President will be absent from the 
country for at least a month, and 
probably longer. 

What plans the President may have 
for his trip than to attend the open- 
ing of the peace conference and par- 
ticipate in the discussions among 
the associated nations which will pre- 
cede it, have not been revealed. 

May Visit London and Brussels 

He undoubtedly will be accompan- 
ied by Mrs. Wilson, and it is said here 
that, besides visiting Paris where the 
peace conference probably will be 
held, he will go to London, and pos- 
sibly to Brussels and Rome, 

In visiting Europ-., the President 
will establish two precedents. He 
will be the first chief executive of 
the United States to particinate in a 
peace conference for the settling of 
issues growing out of a war in which 
this country participated, and likewise 
he will be the first President to 


leave North America during his term 
of office, 

In reaching his decision to attend 
the peace conference, President Wil- 
son is understood to have been influ- 
enced by representations from Pre- 
miers Lloyd George of England and 


Clemenceau of France, and other 
statesmen of the entente countries, 
The principles and terms of settle- 


ment enuciated by the President have 
been accepted by both the associated 
nations, and the Central Powers as 
the basis upon which peace is to be 
re-established, and it is understood 
that it is for the working out of the 
application of the principles that his 
presence is so earnestly desired by the 
Allied statesmen.

| Dr. Cody Tells How Gallant Cana- 
dians Stemmed German Rush 
Last Spring 


TORONTO, Nov. 18.—‘‘We armed 
every man who was capable of bearing 
arms, cooks, batmen, engineers — 
every man was armed—and we made 
up our mind what we would do. We 
| were determined to hold that line till 
|we died. We would have died where 
we stood, but in dying we would have 
killed so many Germans that we 
would have ended the war." 

In these words to Hon. Dr. Cody, 
Minister of Education for Ontario, 
while on his visit to the Canadian 
corps, General Sir Arthur Currie ex- 
pressed the corps’ invincible deter- 
| mination to hold on to Vimy Ridge, 
the great strategic centre of the wes- 

{tern front which the Canadians held 
|in the early days of the German offen- 
| sive last spring. Dr. Cody told the 
Canadian Club at luncheon today how 
the Germans had swung past Vimy, 
| beyond Cambrai on the south, and up 
the Lys valley on the north, but the 
Canadians on Vimy held firm, and the 
rush was stayed. 

On another occasion, General Currie 
told Dr. Cody: 

“I would not venture to say that the 

Canadians have done what nobody 
else could have done, but I do venture 
to say that if we had not done the 
particular things we did do, it would 
not have been possible to advance.

FLOOD CAUSES 
GREAT DAMAGE 
QUEBEC CITY: 


Gale Causes Inundation of Lower 
Town—House Blazes While 
Storm Is at Height 


QUEBEC, Nov. 18.—-Damage which 
may reach nearly a million dollars was 
caused here within an hour this even- 
ing, when the flood tide swept in by 
an easterly gale of seventy miles an 
hour flooded the streets of lower town 
merchants. 

Havoc was caused all along the river 
front. as well as in the St. Charles 
river and the inundation into lower 
town was greater than has been ex- 
perienced for many years. Pontoons 
and boats suffered damage as the 
heavy waves drove against the 
wharves. Lumber piled on the wharves 
was carried away and the river was so 
dangerous for navigation that the ferry 
service between Quebec and Levis had 
to be discontinued while the street 
cars were obliged to stop running In 
the lower town, the tracks being cover- 
ed by a flow of several feet of water. 
Two barges of the Quebec harbor 
commission broke from their moorings 
during the storm and no trace has yet 
been found of them. 

While the storm was at its height, 
fire broke out in the house of Joseph 
Turdif, situated on the summit of the 
hill at Levis and could be seen from 
this city. It was impossible, with such 
a gale, to combat the blaze effectively, 
so the building was razed to the 
ground in a short time, while sparks 


from the fire were carried one mile 
across the river to this city on the 
wind.

“A non-commissioned officer and a 
group of German soldiers on a motor 
car were displaying an enormous red 
flag and a bouquet of white flowers. 
Many soldiers wore a white brazzard 
I was told that they were a committee 
of soldiers and workmen, organizing 
& manifestation. Just as a non-eom- 


missioned officer was concluding a 
vigorous speech, an Allied airplane 
appeared above and German anti- 


aircraft guns opened fire. 

“After further speeches, the troops 
formed a procession and marched to 
the representative of the German gov- 
ernment in the Rue Regence. Here 
they trampled down a German flag. 

“Arriving in the Rue Roi I found 
the place black with people. Un- 
fortunately I must say, there were 
numbers of Belgians singing the In- 
ternationale, The Germans had in- 
vaded the governor's hotel and holsted 
the red flag from the balcony.

Losses in Ships by Large Margin 


Nov. 18—(British Wireless)—Since Allied shipping das bee 
a routes leading to the principal European ports, 
f foodstuffs and 35,000,000 tons of war munitions 
have been brought to England alone. The total number of vessels which have 
crossed the seas in convoys since the inception of the system up to late 
October was 85,772, with a total loss of one-half of one per cent. Before the 
system was introduced Great Britain was losing about 10 per cent. of her food 
ships. In nmtoving the Argentine grain crap 307 ships with a total gross tor- 
nage of 1,466,000 tons crossed the Atlantic in numerous convoys to British, 
French and Italian ports with the loss of only one vessel. One of the largest 
convoys was that of 32 ships which b rought the overseas troops.

London, Nov. 18—(Reuter’s)—In its 
issue of Saturday the London Gazette 
records the awarding of 15 new Vic- 
toria Crosses, of which four went to 
Canadians. The splendid exploits of 


three of the latter are thus officially 
described: 

Lieut.-Col. Cyril Wefley Peak, D.S. 
O., Manitoba regiment, for the most 
conspicuous bravery in leading an at- 
tack under intense fire. His command 
quickly captured its first objective, 
but progress wah held up by enemy 
machine gun fire on his right flank. 
The situation being extremely difficult, 
Lieut. Col, Peak rushed forward and 
made a personal reconnoissance under 
heavy machine gun fire across a 
stretch of ground which was heavily 
swept with fire.

Four More Canadians Are 
Winners of Victoria Crosses 


Out of Fifteen Just Awarded 


Brilliant Deeds Are Described in London Gaze*te—Winners 
of Decorations Are Members of Quebec, Manitoba and 
Alberta Regiments—Fifteen Victoria Crosses in All 


By a bluff, however, he persuaded the 
enemy that they were surrounded and 
the whole party numbering 45, includ- 
ing two officers and three machine 
guns surrendered. 

Acting Sergt. Arthur George Knight, 
late of an Alberta regiment, was 
awarded the Victoria Cross for the 
most conspicuoys bravery, initiative 
and devotion to duty when after an un- 
successful attack Knight led a bomb- 
ing section forward under vary heavy 
fire of all descriptions and engagé 
the enemy at close quarters. Seeing 
that his party continued to be held 
up he dashed forward alone, bayonet- 
ting several enemy machine gunners 
and trench mortar crews and forcing 
the remainder to retire in confusion. 
He then brought forward a Lewis gun 
and directed fire upon the retreating 
enemy, inflicting many casualties. 

Sergt. Knight in the subsequent ad- 
vance of his platoon in pursuit saw a 
party of about 30 of the enemy enter 
a deep tunnel which led off the trench. 
He dashed forward alone and having 
killed one officer and two non-com- 
missioned officers, he captured 20 of 
the other ranks. Subsequently he sur- 
rounded single-handed an enemy 
party-which opposed the platoon’s ad- 
vance. On eaeh occasion he displayed 
the greatest valor under fire at close 
range and by the example of his cour- 
age, gallantry and inftiative was a 
wonderful inspiration to all. This very 
gallant non-commissioned officer was 
subsequently fatally wounded.

Having recovered from 
their initial objection to its dusky 
color, most people now recognize 
that it is good flour. Many claim 
to prefer it. 


Autocracy a Failure 

The great war was waged to 
make the word of Kaiser William 
of Germany the world’s highest 
law. Autocracy had been built up 
from democracy through succeed- 
ing generations until the whole 
people of Germany—or a vast ma- 
jority of them—believed that the 
mainterance and expansion of au- 
tocracy was the only means of ma- 
terial success. Attocracy in Ger 
many was linked with autocracy 
in Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey in the effort to impose 
autocracy on the world. Not only 
did Germany and her allies pin 
their faith to autocracy, but the 
military successes achieved in the 
earlier years of the war impressed 
upon even certain nations of the 
entente the idea that tyranny was 
@ means to victory. 

The whole fabric has crumbled 
into chaos. Bulgaria with its 
Czar, Turkey with its Sultan, 
Austria-Hungary with its Empe- 
ror have all broken in pieces after 
humiliating surrender. And now 
Germany, in the hope of thereby 
securing better peace terms, or 
saving itself from conditions of 
anarchy, offers its imperial crown 
as an evidence of its abandonment 
of schemes of world conquest with 
‘“‘Germany over all’’—and the 
Kaiser over all Germany, 

No longer is tyranny seen as 
the way to victory. Tyranny is 
the mother of anarchy, anarchy 
is the mother of defeat, and de- 
feat means destruction. 

It was not the Bolsheviki that 
defeated and destroyed Russia. It 
was the long succession of tyrant 
Czars, whose administration left 
the Russian people nothing to 
fight for, yet compelled them to 
fight. So they dethroned the Czar 
and ever since have fought each 
other—those who have not fight- 
ing those who have. 

Germany seems to be approach- 
ing the same condition as Russia. 
Tyranny was borne for  genera- 
tions as a means for vietory. But 
when defeat came instead of vic- 
tory the tyrant is promptly de- 
throned in the hope of thereby 
preventing anarchy. 

Autoeracy is a failure. It has 
failed in war—the supreme test. 
It has no place in the modern 
world amongst progressive people. 
And what about autocracy in 
Canada? Under pretence of the 
exigencies of war during the past 
eighteen months an autoeracy has 
been imposed on Canada, each 
particular item of which might 
carry the label, ‘‘Made in Ger- 


many.’’ From the disfranchise- 
ment act, based on the junker- 
made franchise law of Prussia, to 
the arrest of citizens for not carry- 
ing papers of which they have no 
knowledge, and which serve no 
purpose that anyone can imagine, 
Canada occupies the unique posi- 
tion of being the only country in 
the world today under ostensible 
parliamentary government in 
which government is carried on 
without regard to parliament. If 
regrettable incidents ever occur in 
Canada such as are occurring 1n 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Russia, it should be 
borne in mind that like causes 
produce like effects. That those 
who sow the wind are apt to reap 
the whirlwind. 


The Suspicious Von. 

Von MacKenzen, it appears, re- 
fused to disarm his forces in Rou- 
mania, on the ground that the new 
Government in Berlin is not a 
legitimate government. A sus- 
picion to the same effect has place 
in the minds of people who would 
find it difficult to discover any 
other point of agreement with the 
Von. 

But while Von MacKenzen pro 
fesses to doubt that the new power 
that is in Germany represents the 
Kaiser, there are others who doubt 
its legitimacy because they sus- 
pect that it does represent him. 
The ‘‘revolution’’ in Germany has 
been put through altogether too 
smoothly to be self-convineing of 
its sincerity. It could hardly have 
been carried out in a less bloody 
end more orderly manner if the 
Kaiser had hoisted the red flag on 
the palace at Potsdam and issued 
an edict that the junkers were to 
turn socialists. 

The conduct of Von MacKenzen 
is of a kind to confirm, rather than 
dispel, the doubts of those who 
agree with him that the ‘‘coup”’ 
is to be looked upon’ with sus- 
picion, but whose suspicions are 
in the diametrically opposite di- 
rection. He is acting precisely as 
he would be likely to act if he ex- 
pected a counter-revolution in 
Germany, or a resumption by some 
means or other of the authority 
that is for the time set aside. If 
he believed that the German peo- 
ple had really revolted and taken 
matters finally into their own 
hands, with the intention to estab- 
lish a democracy upon a basis of 
nop military.ideals, how would he 
have served the interests of Ger- 
many or of himself by trying to 
hold out with a German army of 
occupation in Roumania? 


Measures, Not Men, the Test. 

The retirement of Hon. Mr. Cre- 
thers from the Government 158 
hailed by Unionist newspapers as 
a welcome relief from a burden 
grievous to be borne. The feeling 
in such quarters can be under- 
stood. 

From the point of view of the 
public—as distinguished from that 
of newspapers which have to ex- 
plain and justify the conduct of 
the Government—this satisfaction 
may or may not be justified, The 
change of Ministers is important 
only if, and only as, it is accom- 
panied by a change in policy. 

Mr. Crothers was probably as 
useful and satisfactory to the pub- 
lic as any Minister could have 
been or can be who pursued or 
pursues the sre l'nes of action— 
or inaction, The results of his ad 
ministration did not flow from the 
fact that Mr. Crothers, and not 
some one else, was Minister, but 
from the fact that the policy of 
the department over which he yj ce- 
sided was wrong. 

Whether Mr. Crothers was re- 
sponsible for the policy being 
wrong, or whether it was a policy 
imposed upon him by his col- 
leagues and the Big Business in 
terests, will perhaps be made clear 
by the conduct of his successor. If 
the policy is radically changed, 
Mr. Crothers may be held respon- 
sible for not having changed it. If 
it is not changed, the responsibil- 
ity will have to be assumed by the 
Government generally and accept- 
ed as the condition imposed by its 
‘‘corporation connections.”’ 

Aside from consistent disregard 
for sanity in dealing with labor 
matters, the administration of Mr, 
Crothers was chiefly distinguished 
by masterly inaction toward the 
duty of curbing the rapacity of 
the profiteers. If the food control 
department under his auspices was 
not aetually controlled by the pre- 
datory interests and for the pre- 
datory interests, the key which 
would explain the curious reeord 
of that department is wanting. 

Does the passing of Mr. Crothers 
and the elevation of Senator Rob. 
ertson mean that the exploiters of 
the public are to be brought to 
account? Or will the pickpockets 
dictate the policy of the future as 
of the past? Time will tell. And 
pending the test of experience the 
public will have to be pardoned if 
they fail to exhibit the lively signs 
of satisfaction which are being 
made manifest by those newspa 
pers who found their duty of jus” 
tifying the late Minister’s conduct 
of affairs too onerous for comfort.
